Adams County Electric Co­ 
operative, Inc., and the Pennsyl­ 
vania Power and Light company, 
which are disputing the right to 
serve 
th a t 
area 
of Cumberland 
county around Big Spring. 
In cross-exam ination of Edwin A. 
Ann, Franklin county farm er and 
co-ordinator for the Co-operative, 
Arthur H. Hull, counsel for the elec­ 
tric firm, asked him to produce data 
showing how m any signers the Co­ 
operative has in the territory it 
pre-em pted January 30. and which 
is a part of the firm’s chartered 
territory. 
Commissioners Disagree 
Hull explained th a t the company 
holds th a t it can be denied the right 
to operate in its chartered territory 
only when the (^-operative has a 
m ajority of the consumers in that 
area. 
Most of the pre-em pted ter­ 
ritory' is without the firm’s chartered 
area, Hull said. 
The question caused a dispute be­ 
tween 
Commissioners 
R ichard 
J. 
Beamish and Thom as C. Buchanan. 
Beamish contended there is no need 
for adm itting the testimony sought 
by Hull, while Buchanan argued that 
cases can be remanded by the super­ 
ior court for lacking evidence, but 
never for containing too much. 
Buchanan indicated he sided with 
counsel for the Co-operative, Wil­ 
liam C. Wise, of the Rural Electrifi­ 
cation adm inistration, who objected 
on the grounds th a t the utility law 
requires only a m ajority in the pre­ 
empted 
territory. 
However, 
Bu­ 
chanan held th at the firm was en 
titled to offer testimony on its stand. 
A decision was deferred on the 
question until after the noon recess.

The 48 men had been on 
the train all night from Coraopolis, 
and General Wood was a t camp to 
welcome them and supervise move­ 
ment of his regiments, the 107th, 
108th and 109th—into camp. 
Following close on the heels of the 
artillery were advance detachm ents 
of the 164th cavalry.

body of the regim ent Is due in camp 
this week-end. The first unit of 126 
enlisted men and five officers re­ 
ported to organize their area, on the 
camp’s highest elevation—the east 
end. 
From Philadelphia came the first 
of thousands of infantrym en, who 
start rolling into cam p tomorrow.

I 
Well, it really doesn’t cause much 
concern; twenty miles beyond any j 
shore and the scenery is very much j 
the same. 
Except for the glory of the home, I 
life at sea is good and interesting, j 
We are a little modern community: : 
Laundry, pow'er plant, radio station, 
hospital, printing shop, barter shop, j 
library, plumber, carpenter, elec­ 
trician, water works, bakery, store,; 
machine shop, court, movie, etc. 
There are numerous duties for a 
doctor aboard a Navy ship. 
They 
are all directed toward m aintaining 
the good health and efficiency of the 
crew. 
Measures are taken to pre- j 
vent disease. 
Then men must be 
vaccinated 
periodically 
and 
ta k e , 
typhoid shots at given intervals., 
The cleanliness of the crew is as­ 
sured by good laundry service. 
All j 
food Is inspected rigidly for quality, 
when coming aboard and then i s 1 


placed in compartm ents to protect 
it. 
All of our fresh meat is stored 
i in a freezing room. 
Fresh vege­ 
tables, prepared meats, dairy pro­ 
ducts and eggs are stored in a chill 
room adjacent to the freezing room. 
Dry stores are kept in a large com­ 
partm ent. 
On inspecting the food 
in this com partment, I was pleased 
to find many articles grown close to 
Gettysburg. 
Our apple 
products j 
cam e from Biglerville, corn, peas J 
and tomatoes from Silver Run and j 
Frederick. 
Every week, I inspect food h an d ­ 
lers for communicable diseases such 
as skin infections and respiratory I 
diseases. Occasionally one is found ; 
and placed under treatm ent and 
isolation until he is fit to return to j 
duty. Respiratory diseases are very 
seldom developed while at sea. 
We 
encounter them while in port and 
on getting buck to sea they disap- 
pear in two or three days. 
Life at ! 
sea is notoriously free from cold,j 
sore throats and grippe. 
O ur water supply is far better 
than th a t of any city. 
We drink j 
distilled water. 
There was a day 
when fresh water was scarce aboard 
ships; and it wasn’t so long ago. 
Now' every m an can have as much j 
and more than he needs. This ad- ! 
vantage arose out of progress in j 
ship design associated with burning j 
oil instead of coal. 
T he kitchen aboard ship Is and 
m ust be operated In a sanitary m an­ 
ner. The stoves burn fuel oil — no 
ashes. All vegetables are cooked in 
large aluminum double boilers h eat­ 


ed by steam. We have all m odern 
equipment to make the job of cook­ 
ing pleasant; 
mechanical beaters 
and dough mixers; potato peelers, 
slicers and dicers and bread and 
m eat slicers. 
Our bakery shop is 
; rather efficient and I enjoy inspect­ 
ing it frequently, especially when 
cakes, cookies, jelly-roll and pies are 
in the making. 
A medical friend once told me not 
to go into the Navy. 
He reasoned 
th at all the men were so well se­ 
lected physically th a t no profes­ 
sional Interest would be encountered. 
He was in error. Among one hun­ 
dred fifty men, one finds m any op­ 
portunities to treat and help along 
to cure. 
Last Saturday we had our first 
m ajor surgical case in three m onths 
ut sea. 
A young seaman presented 
himself to me with a full picture of 
appendicitis. 
We immediately set 
up our opera ring room, prepared the 
patient and had his appendix out 
within two hours after the diagnosis 
was made. 
This event caused no 
impediment to the progress of our 
ship. 
We did take on some ballast 
to diminish vibration and pitching 
to a minimum. 
There are facilities for am use­ 
m ent.

DEDUCTION FOR TAX ON 
MOTOR GAS 
If an automobile is used for both 
business and pleasure, those main­ 
tenance 
and 
operating 
expenses 
which constitute allowable deduc­ 
tions for federal income-tax pur­ 
poses should be allocated to the two 
uses on the basis of the time the 
car is used for each. For example, 
if the total expense of operation 
and maintenance plus depreciation, 
for the taxable year amounted to 
$800, and the car was used three- 
fourths of the time for business and 
the balance of the time for pleasure, 
the allowable deduction, for federal 
income-tax purposes, would be $600. 
In general, taxes are deductible 
only by the person upon whim they 
are imposed and by whom they are 
paid. If a law imposing a tax on 
gasoline by its terms imposes the 
tax on the consumer and not on the 
dealer, the consumer may deduct as 
a tax, for federal income-tax pur­ 
poses. the amount of the gasoline 
tax paid by him; but the taxpayer 
must have kept records of tile pay­ 
ment of such taxes in order that the 
deduction may be substantiated as 
is required by Ute regulations. The 
federal gasoline tax is not deductible 
by the consumer. The taxpayer may 
ascertain whether a state gasoline 
tax is deductible by the consumer 
or by Hie dealer by addressing an 
inquiry to the collector of internal 
revenue for his district. 
In any case where the gasoline 
purchased is used for business pur­ 
poses, the tax may be regarded as 
a part of the cost of the gasoline 
and deducted as a business expense; 
but in such case the gasoline tax 
cannot be deducted separately as a 
tax under the item of taxes.
